Clearing the roads of Ncwmar- 
ket has boon a pretty tough as- 
signment this time, according to 
Councillor Prank Bowser, chair- 
man of the ronds and bridges 
committee of the Newmarket 
town council. N 

"That crust that formed over 
the top of the snow last week 
made the heavy fall of snow even 
harder to remove," Mr. Bowser 
said on Monday morning. "The 
men started working on the re- 
moval of snow on Saturday. Ten 
men and two plows worked all 
day Saturday, Kept working all 
night, and then v/orked all day 
Sunday again. They stopped 
Sunday night to get some sleep 
and then started in again at 8 
o'clock Monday morning. Wo 
have to go over the whole town 
once, and .then go all over, it 
again to wing the snow back." 

Mr. Bowser s'afd that Main St. 
and all intersections had to bo 
cleared first, followed by the rest 
of the streets in the town. ,Ho 
estimated that it would take an- 
other couple of days to get all 
cleaned up if no more snow falls.' 

''I was out with the men most 
of Saturday and Sunday to see 
that the job v/as done right," Mr. 
Bowser said. "Constant contact 
is maintained with the plows in 
case of any emergencies-, I con- 
tacted them several times Satur- 
day night." 

In. spite of the conditions of 
the roads, Newmarket taxi driv- 
ers reported that outside of get- 
ting stuck several tunes and hav- 
ting considerable chain trouble, 
nothing unusual had happened 
over the weekend. The Provin- 
cial police at Aurora said that no 
accidents had been reported to 
them.

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Town clerk Wesley llrooks v/as 
instructed by the Newmarket 
town council Monday night lo 
seek adjustment of impendmg 
demurrage charges against the 
town of Newmarket on three 
cars of gravel oh a siding at 
Newmarket station. Councillor 
Frank Bowser, chairman of the 
roads and bridges committee, told 
council the ears of gravel had 
been ordered, in reply to a re- 
quest of a"Mx-. Stewart in charge 

of the construction of the rail 
siding in the Hoffman property 
from the main C.N.ft. line. 

"Mr. Stewart asked for tho 
gravel by a certain day when he 
said he would be ready- to use 
it," said Mr. Bowser., "The grav- 
el was ordered and delivered by 
the day he asked for it but tho 
cars have not yet been unloaded 
and I understand that demurrage 
charges of $2 for the first day, 
$5 for the second day and $15 per 
car for each succeeding day will 
be charged against the town. 

"I feel, that the town should 
not be held responsible for i\\Q 
cost of those cars. They were 
ordered at the request of the man 
in charge and if there Is any 
delay In unloading them, that 
charge should not be laid against 
the town," he said. Members of 
council agreed that the bill "was 
unreasonable" and the clerk was 
asked to have it cancelled. 

Mr. Brooks was also Jostructed 
to refe-r charges to council mem* 
bers by citizens that some of 
the men on the rail siding job 
were "soldiering". 

The rail siding is being built 
at cost to Newmarket from the 
main line to the Hoffman proper- 
ty and a sum of $5,469 has been 
paid In advance by the town so 
far. This >mount will include 
the construction of the bridge* 
over the Holland river, ft does 
not include the cost of ballasting 
and grading. Original estimated 
cost of the siding was $8,000.

Through its swimming instruction program at 
Lake Wilcox during the summer months, the; 
recreation council earned for Newmarket an. 
enviable reputation as a pioneer in this field. 
The Newmarket program was held up as a model. 
In other communities. Newmarket can justly bo 
proud of this accomplishment. Yet Newmarket to- 
one' of the very few municipalities which financca- 
its recreation program by contributions from the 
public. The majority of the more than 30 muni-, 
cipalitics operating recreation programs flnence- 
them through their municipal funds. 

A neighboring municipality/ York township, 
last year financed its recreation program through, 
joint grants from the board of education and the- 
township council. The board of education has 
asked the council to assume the whole cost- 
through a separate levy. In either case, however, 
the recreation program Is being financed from. 
taxation. Jl is the only democratic v/ay to do it. 

Besides Its summer swimming program, the 
recreational council provided playgrounds at the- 
four schools, gave financial aid to various recre- 
ational bodies, assumed the operation of .the arena, 
and the construction of out-door rinks for school 
children, and participated in the formation of" 
various recreation groups such as the dramatic 
club, to name only one. It has been a full year, 
one which has fully Justified early claims of the 
need of a recreation council. 

Recognition is given to the ' town's financial 
obligation towards the recreation council in the- 
proposal of Mayor Joseph Vale that the poll tax. 
be resumed with part, at least, of the proceeds be- 
ing appJied to the recreation council. In the sup- 
port of his proposal, voiced by some of the suc- 
cessful candidates, there is further confirmation 
of a recognition of municipal responsibility. 
There remains now only to give substance to the 
principle by the assumption of costs of recreation, 
in the next municipal budget. 
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OWN PLANNING NEED 



In the recent election campaign, much was. 
made of the need for town planning in Newmar- 
ket The point is well taken. Some recognition 
in earlier years of the possibilities of tire growth 
of Newmarket might have enabled the 104? coun- 
cil to avoid many of the problems now before it. 
Tire condition of Main St. is the most prominent 
example of a failure to anticipate future needs. 

Not all such faults can be laid at the. door of 
earlier councils, however. The 1940 council, for 
example, watched the construction of- a concrete 
block building so near the corner of Main and 
Queen Sts. that it blocks the vision of drivers 
and makes more difficult any widening of either 
Queen and Main Sts. at that point. The fault is 
more glaring as Queen St. is the only through 
street to Prospect Ave. between Davis Dr. to the 
north and Timothy St, to the south. 

'J'ne municipal council could act, by means of 
expropriation proceedings, to further Widen Main 
St., but the cost makes it highly unlikely. New* 
market is committed to these mistakes unless 
someone lias a magic wand to wave. There is no 
reason, however, that Newmarket must be com- 
mitted to future errors through the Jack of fore- 
tight of the present council. A town planning 
scheme Will reduce that possibility* to the mini- 
mum. 

At the present time, Newmarket is land-short. 
Industrial sites within the town are exhausted 
and the supply of house lots is nearing depletion. 
Newmarket must expand. It can do so like 
Mopsy Which just "growed", or it can follow the

IMMIGRATION 

From Ottawa comes the announcement of the 

impending re-opening of Canadian immigration 

recommendations of an expert in town planning- offices in the United Kingdom. The tide of lm> 

migration from the British fates is expected to 
reach the 100,000 mark annually by IfMB. This 
estimate appears optimistic when the desperately 
low U.K. birth-rate — serious enough to be classed 
as a state secret during the' war — is considered. 
The announcement does highlight, however, the 
government's interest in a larger population here. 
Another example of federal policy applied to 
immigration has been the arrival of Polish troops 
here in a dual role> that of farm workers and 
potential citizens. More recently has been the 
decision to permit some of the German prisoners 
of war who have been confined in Canada to re- 
main, here, "There has been considerable outcry 
over the latter. 

In view of the protests, arising generally from 
sentiment engendered during the war, it Is inter- 
esting to note that the latest issue of the Canada 
Year rjook places Canadians of German origin as 
the third ^largest grqup In Canada. Canadians of 
Anglo-Saxon origin .total . 6,9111,004; those of 
French origin, 3,4&3,088; those of German origin, 
464,682.
